STREET IMPROVEMENT. 


LARGE MEETING OF CITIZENS INTER­ 
ESTED IN THE SUBJECT. 


Mr. Ray’s Proposed Schem e—Tlie W ash­ 
ington System of Narrow R oad­ 
ways and Low Cost. 


The Court-room of Department Two of 
the Superior Court was filled to its fullest 
capacity last evening by prominent citizens 
and property-owners to consider the mat­ 
ter of improving the streets of this city. 
The meetiDg was held under the auspices 
of the Improvement Association, and was 
presided over by President Luhrs of that 
bsdy, C. W. Baker acting as Secretary.

F. E. Ray, being called upon, explained 
the plans proposed for a general system of 
street improvement. [The plan has al­ 
ready been explained in these columns ] 
In response to questions asked Mr. Ray it 
was proposed to place at least u foot of good 
gravel on the streets. He had assurance 
of an opportunity to get all the gravel re­ 
quired. If first-class material were used it 
would, of course, cost more than if cheaper 
material should be employed. He could 
give no estimate now as to what would be 
the cost to improve a street in front of a 
forty or eightv foot lot, as everything de­ 
pended on what quality of material was to 
be used. If first-class, ¡he cost would be 
30 per cent, less than what is now charged 
for ordinary material. All the property- 
owners with whom he had talked on the 
subject seemed to be heartily in favor of 
the project. He thought it possible to have 
passably good streets here in this city, if 
not the very best. The opportunity was 
now ottered to have this work done at 
lower prices, if the property-owners would 
stand in. 
NARROW STREETS AND BROADER WALKS. 
S. E. Carrington, who spent last summer 
in the East, and who was known to have 
some suggestions to otter on methods oi 
street improvement and beautifying, based 
on his observations in Washington and 
other cities, wa3 called upon to address 
the meeting, the following being a synopsis 
of his remarks: 
Washington is quite commonly ref erre I 
to as “The Paris of America,” and it is en­ 
titled to this characterization. 
It is not 
only the most beautiful city in the Union, 
but is fast becoming a great literary, as well 
as aristocratic center. Meu of letters and of 
wealth are congregating there aud building 
beautiful mansions, where they enjoy the 
most finely paved, beautifully parked and 
shaded streets anywhere to be found, and 
where in addition they can also enjoy the 
“Court society” of democratic America. 
The change that has taken place in the 
appearance of the Capital City since 1870 is 
simply marvelous, and those who were 
familiar with its wide, nnpaved aud nearly 
shadeless streets at that time, can now find 
few points t-hat recall the past or are 
r. cognizable. Twenty years ago the city in 
summer was one of the hottest and most 
enervating places to be found in the United 
States, mot pvervhndr wrina appeared upon 
me streets during the 'heated turn 1 named 
an umbrella as a matter of comfort as we:! 
as precaution against being overcome with 
the heat. 
Now this is all changed and a visit there 
of several weeks during lhe past summer 
proved that Washington has been so trans­ 
formed under the hand of man—or as may 
be more coirectly said, under the skillful 
work ar.d indomitable energy of "Boss 
Shephard,” that it is now a most delightful 
place in which to reside, even m the sum­ 
mer. The manner in which this trans­ 
formation was effected Í3 a matter of practi­ 
cal interest to Sacramentans. 
Soon after the close of the war Senator 
John Sherman had K street, adjoining his 
residence, parked oat from the side a dis­ 
tance of several feet from the former curb, 
and a second row of shade trees planted 
along tbe outer edge. In three or four 
years the beautiful wide lawn outside the 
walk and the four rows of trees extending 
along the street attracted general attention 
and admiration, and when the era of im­ 
provement set in, which has made Wash­ 
ington famous, authority was obtained 
from Congress to thus narrow and park ail 
streets of the city, except those where full 
width was required for business or other 
purposes. This plan was veiy generally 
carried out, and made possible aud suc­ 
cessful the grand improvements that were 
inaugurated under Mr. Shephard's admin­ 
istration. 
The results aud benefits effected by nar­ 
rowing the streets were almost incalcula­ 
ble. In many instances from half to two- 
thirds the cost of paving the street was 
saved. The lawn afforded in front of resi­ 
dences made property doubly attractive 
and valuable, while the additional rows of 
trees made the walks and roadways de­ 
lightfully shady, very greatly modifying 
the temperature in summer and giving to 
the residence portion of the city the ap­ 
pearance of an immense beautiful grove 
studded with charming re.-idences. 
It is claimed by the District authorities 
at Washington that the reduction of the 
width of tho streets was the key to the 
whole situation and to the success made in 
improvements, on account of the eaor- 
m jussaving made in paving.aud theoppor- 
tunity it afforded ot beautifying with the 
continuous lawns outside the walks on 
either side ot the street, and making the 
city rich with shade from the endless vari­ 
ety of trees and foliage which are forming 
archways over tbe noiseless asphaltum 
roadbeds beneath. 
What has been thus accomplished to 
make Washington beantiful can be accom­ 
plished in the same manner and far more 
successfully iu Sacramento and in much 
less space of time. There is far less need 
of wide driveways in tbe residence por­ 
tions of this city than in Washington. We 
can beautify our streets with an endless 
variety of serai-tropical ornamental trees, 
palms, etc., none of which could stand the 
winter climate of Washington, where the 
mercury frequently goes down to zero. 
The growth of trees can be obtained here 
also in about one-half the time required 
for the same in Washington, by reason cf 
our fonter seasons and the forcing quality 
of our climate and soil. 
What Washington can enjoy in the way 
of tiowers and foliage durine its warm 
months, Sacramento can with far greater 
profusion enjoy the entire year. In a 
word, Sacramento has natural advantages 
which will enable us to make it more beau­ 
tiful and attractive than the national capi­ 
tal city, if we will with energy, equal to 
that which they have displayed, avail our­ 
selves of tbe prize within our reach. 
Experience shows that the one great ob­ 
stacle to accomplishing this is the cost of 
street improvement. 
Materially reduce 
tbi3 cost, and we will remove the “remon­ 
strances ’ and opposition. The history of 
improvements in Washington demonstrates 
the practical method for reducing the cost, 
and that is, reduce the width of the road­ 
way to be paved or improved and you re­ 
duce correspondingly the cost to property- 
owners. 
If the residence streets of Sacramento, 
which have now a width of forty-eight feet 
between curbs, were reduced to thirty-two 
feet bet ween curbs, which is a very com­ 
mon width of residence streets in Wash­ 
ington, one-third of the cost of paving 
would be at once eliminated. This would 
extend the lawn outzida of the walk eight 
feet farther into the street on both aids. 
Where there is already a t ow of shade trees 
outside of tbe waik, them would be space 


for another row of ornamental trees, such 
as sour oranges, palm, lioweriug shrub, 
etc., alone the outer edge of the added lawn. 
This would greatly beautify the streets, add 
value to adjoining property by the in­ 
creased attractiveness for residence pur­ 
poses, reduce the temperature iu summer 
by reason of additional lawn and shade, 
reluce dust and cost for street sprinkliDg, 
and also reduce the subsequent c st for 
keeping the roadway in repair to a com­ 
paratively insignificant amount. 
The speaker said that Mr. Grnnskv had, 
at his requesr, kindly prepared a drawing 
of a street as it would appear when re­ 
duced in width and parked, which gave 
an idea of the desirability of the method 
recommended. He was satisfied that if a 
portion of a street in Sacramento was nar­ 
rowed and parked, as Senator Sherman had 
first done in Washington, the same result 
would follow here, and a general reduction 
in the width of streets, exceot the business 
streets and those which have railways upon 
them, would very soon be adopted. 


As to the width to which tbe residence 
streets of this city should be reduced under 
the plau adopted in Washington, probably 
32 feet would be the most desirable breadth, 
as that would give ample space for drive­ 
way, and at tbe same time so far reduce 
the expense of paving the streets as to suc­ 
cessfully do away with the remonstrances 
which are now constantly defeating the 
Trustees and the Improvement Association 
in their efforts for beautifying and advanc­ 
ing the interests of the city. 
There are many streets in Washington 
and its western portion, formerly known 
a3 Georgetown, that are but thirty feet or 
less, while in the more traveled parts of 
the city the widths range up to the broad 
avenues of even one hundred feet or more. 
A very large number of the leading and 
most popular residence streets are thirty- 
two feet; and every one who resides npoa 
them, or who sees them, with the beautiful 
wide front lawns and rows of shade trees, 
would deem It sacrilege to make any 
change whatever in them. 
It m ay also be rem arked in this connec­ 
tion, that w hile the streets are of different 
widths, the same street is often not- of uni­ 
form w idth its entire length. Thus, Eighth 
Btreet. west, is fifty one feet in width from 
C to F, thirty from F to Broadway, and 
thirty-tivo from B street, south, to Water 
street. Many other streets are similar as to 
diversified widths. 
As to the most desirable kind of street 
pavements, Washington has, including 
Georgetown, a total of 223 miles of streets 
Of this total, 151 mil s are paved and 82 
miles remain unimproved. The improve­ 
ments are all made under direction and su­ 
perintendence of a Government engineer, 
designated as Engineer Commissioner. All 
tbe leading kinds of street pavement have 
been tested and used, but those known as 
asphalt and concrete are the ones now gen­ 
erally in favor and will be principally laid 
in future. The amount of each kind of 
pavgment in the city, S3 shown in the En­ 
gineer's last report, is as follows : Asphalt 
or concrete, C9 miles; gravel, 34 miles; 
granite blocks, 215 miles; cobble and blue 
lock, 12 miles; macadam, 8 miles: asphalt 
blocks. 55 miles; wood, one-half mile. 
While there are 34 miles of graveled 
street, the engineer in charge states that no 
more will be constructed, as there is so 
much earthy or sedimentrv matter in the 
gravel that the streets poached up badly in 
we! weather and were not at all satisfactory. 
This, however, as stated, was because of 
the inferior quality of the gravel there 
available. 
Considerable paving with granite blocks 
has been done, bat the proportion of gran­ 
ite to that of asphalt or concrete is small, as 


will be seen by the engineer’s last report, 
that oat of a total of about 1.250,000 square 
yards of street pavement laid during the 
year, 250.000 was of granite blocks, 35 000 
gravel. 280.000 macadam, and 9,000 e dible 
and blue reck, making about 923,000 squat e 
yards of asphalt or concrete laid, as 
against o^lv about 332000 square yards of 
all other kiuu • added tog “'her. 
Experience has established there that the 
asphalt and concrete, or coal-tar distillate 
pavements, are the most desirable and will 
be principally laid her»after. The cost was 
formerly $2 25 per square yard, but Con­ 
gress, which pays for half for all improve­ 
ments made in the District, recently lim ­ 
ited the price to $2 per yard, with the pro­ 
viso that it should be a- good in all re­ 
spects as that formerly laid for $2 25. 
The asphalt pavement as laid there con­ 
sists of a hydraulic cement concrete base 
six incoes in thickness, with an asphalt 
wearing surface of two and a half inches. 
The gutters are generally laid with granite 
blocks or hard burnt brick, as it is found 
that wherever the water stands upon the 
asphalt it tends to rot it. 
The concrete of coal-tar distiiiate pave­ 
ment is s ill mote extendediy used and in 
greater iavor than the asphalt. This pave­ 
ment consists of a base ot four inches com­ 
posed of clean broken stone and coal-tar 
paving cement, in the proportion of one 
gallon of the cement to a square yard of 
base; upon ibis base is spread a “binder” 
coat of tine stone and cement, one ha!1 
inch in thickness, and a wearing surface of 
one and one-half iuches, composed of sharp 
sand, fins broken stone, paving cement, 
hydraulic cement, slaked lime and flour of 
sulphur. 
These pr.vements stand well in Washing­ 
ton climate, which is far more intense in 
summer than that of Sacramento, and with 
the unlimited supply of asphalt which is 
found in this State there is no reason v. by, 
with our stieets reduced in width, we 
should not have the noiseless and mud less 
asphalt or concrete pivement, and enjoy 
the pleasure they would afford and the in­ 
crease of value that would be given thereby 
to city property. 
With our streets thus paved and parked, 
together with our present requirements for 
stone sidewalks and due attention paid to 
the planting aud care of shade and ornn- 
tnental trees, Sacramento can in from six 
to eight years be as beautiful and attractive 
in its streets and lawns as Washington, and 
when th¡3 is accomplished our property 
will be far more than doubled in value and 
our city will be eagerly sough! by the 
wealthy and refined for investments and 
home3. 
ENGINEER GBUNSKY's VIEWS. 
C. E. Grnnsky. the well-known civil en­ 
gineer, took up the subject and said : 
Commenting on the streets in Sacramento, 
aud in making suggestions for their improve­ 
ment, I shall be very brief, and touch st this 
time only upon a few points which seem to de­ 
mand especial attention. 
You are all aware of the peculiar shape of our 
streets, well rounded up. rising fuily two feet in 
the center, with gutters upon either side gener­ 
ally lined with cobble stones—iu many cases to 
the width of five feet out from the curb, and 
never less than three feet wide. The bottom of 
the gutter lies eighteen inches below the top of 
the curb. The sidewalk slopes one-hall foot 
down from the property lines to the enro. Very 
rarely do we hear any objection raised to a 
street having a well-rounded surface, while as 
a matter of fact the street would be better for all 
purposes it it were Hatter, and the only excuse 
lor our excessive side siopes lies iu the necessity 
of making the street shed rainwater to the right 
and left. The question at once alises, does the 
well-rounded street do this better than one bnt 
sliihtiy rounded'.’ And the answer is that there 
is practically no difference. Let us see. sup­ 
pose a good pavement be in use—granite blocas 
o.- bituminous rock—bnt little inclination is then 
required to turu water at times when it is rain­ 
ing, into the gutters. Again, if the pavement 
be of some very poor material—natural earth or 
gravel, such as we have in use on our streets— 
then even on well-rounded streets the material 
becomes soft to the depth of one-half inch to 
two inches on gravel, and I might siy without 
limit en natural earth streets: the ridges of m a­ 
terial forced up at the edges of the w agon ruts 
hold the rainwater to some extent on the roads 
on a high grade as well as on those ot a flat 
grade, and but little difference will be found in 
roads of the two types, if they bo composed of 
the same kind oi material, equally well or 
hadlv under-drained. 
In a climate such as thRt which we enjoy (the 
present winter excepted), where we have but 
lew rainy days, it would certainly seem best to 
make- the surfaces of our streets very Hat. there­ 
by making the cost of grading as small as possi­ 
ble.The forra of gutter peculiar to Sacramento no 
doubt originated down tow n, where1 the street 
filling is for the most part supported by retain 
ing walls, along and in immediate contact with 


ter was therefore pushed out into the street from 
one to two feet, aud the form of street which 
was deemed necessary down town was extended 
throughout the residence pa:t of the city h- 
well, yet every one who has given the subject 
any thought knows that the gutter should ad­ 
join the curb, should be made with a hi rizontai 
bottom of fiat granite or trap blocks, two rows 
of wh eh with another two rows ri-ingto con­ 
form to tbe slope of i he street, would mi et every 
requirement, at d would be much lets expensive 
than the cobble gutters now in use. 
The granite crosswalks when in use on 
gravelled streets, are flush with the surface of 
ttie street only so long as the street is new and 
in perfect repair. As soon as the surface is at 
all w'oiu or becomes soft by reason of r .ins, the 
wheels of all conveyances strike the large pro­ 
jecting granite blocks with considerable force 
aud unload upon them more or less oi the mud 
picked up elsewhere in the street. Such cross­ 
ings need continual attention during rainy 
weather to keep them iu a passable condition. 
I do not know of any style of crotsing which 
couid be recommended as an improvement for 
streets covered with our ordinary grave : but il 
a good macadam were used, or when streets arc 
well paved with granite blocks a bituminous 
ro k crosswalk on good foundation ought to be 
substituted for the granite. 
The gravel at present in general use for our 
street work is not of the best quality; it con­ 
tains too much earthy matter. Yet every one 
kxows that our graveled streets are some better 
than those merely graded. Mixture of clean 
gravel end sharp coarse sand would be a far 
bett r material and ought not to cost more in 
Sacramento than is now paid for the material 
of poorer quality. 
The price paid for the gravel now in use, 
when taken in consideration with its quality, is 
exc ssive. This is no! due to large contractors' 
profits merely, but also to the fact that work ou 
the streets is done piecemeal, and that no con­ 
tractor has made adequate arrangements for 
cheap transportation ot gravel froiii the pits to 
the city. This is true in a measure also of the 
prices Vaid for filling to grede. 
s Crushed stone—granite or limestone—should 
by all means supetsede tbe use of gravel in our 
trects. Prepare a foundation of coarse broken 
rock and place upon it a wearing su-fare three 
or four inches thick of fine broken rock, aud at 
a c st but little in excess of what is now paid, a 
good, generally acceptable and serviceable sub­ 
urban street will have been secured. 
Such a city as our owu can, however, well 
afford to improve a large proportion of its trevts 
with a better pavement even than macadam. 
Nature bas provided California with an abun­ 
dant supply of material which is very nearly 
the same as the most approved artificial mixture 
used for the wearing surface of pavements iu 
Eastern cities. I refer to bituminous rock, 
w hich on a good concrete fouudation ought to 
be laid at a price not exceeding 25 cents per 
square foot. There is no doubt that this mate­ 
rial is good, and that it will stand our climate. 
II has been tried snd is a success in I -os Angeles 
and Stockton. It has recently been put down 
iu the railroad depot aud iu the ¡ear and at 
both sides ot tbe Capitol in an exposed position. 
The driveway put down at the Capitol has been 
guaranteed for five years. There will be noth­ 
ing to expend for repaira in this time, and 
even when the wearing surface needs repair the 
foundation will be intact. 
Attifieial pavements of a bituminous charac 
ter artificially prepared iu the East are also 
guaranteed by contractors who put them dowu 
and bind themselves to keep them in good re­ 
pair for five years. 
You have already had your attention drawn 
to the excellent system in vogue in Wa-hiugton 
of reducing the service width of wide strieu, 
and this system 1 desire to recommend most 
emphatically for this city and other cities laid 
out similar to Sacramento, with broad streets 
and a vast extent ol residence property 
In all such cities the residence portion ought 
tobe treated as one vast park. Theseivice 
width of tbe streets ought to be reduced to the 
minimum which is required to meet the small 
demand of trafiic and driving ior pleasure. 
This is accomplished very easily bv fixing a 
different alignment of street curbing for the 
residence part of the city from that for its busi­ 
ness portion. 
Such aa arrangement I h a 'e indicated on 
this diagram, which represents a residence 
street as at present maintained heie with iortj- 
eight feet between curbs, and the same street 
narrowed to thirty-two feet between cu-bs 
Comment is hardly necessary. It must strike 
every one as desirable to m aintain our streets 
with the narrow driveway pavement than with 
the wider. It gives the 6trect a more elegant 
appearance, it is far cheaper, it makes better 
paving possible. 
In recommending a width of thirty-two feet 
as sufiicient for our residence streets, it may be 
stated that the two approaches to the Mate 
Capitol are less than twenty feet in width. 
Iu a recent report of the State Capitol Com­ 
missioners I took occasion to recommend that 
that the fencing be removed from around the 
grounds and that the extension at least be main­ 
tained unfenced like our Plaza. I also sug­ 
gested the desirability of requesting a!! owners 
of property fronting on Cap.toi IY.rk t > rtm o.e 
their fencing. Thus tbe park would be ex 
tended lo the very front doors of the re: ¡deuces. 
The desirability of removing fenees is not con­ 
fined to the surroundings of the parks hut ex­ 
tends to the who e residence po t'on of our city. 
Fenees aie not ornamental; they do not keep 
out burglars: they are a needless expense in 
front of re-idtnce property, thedog. which they 
occasionally turu away, ought no: to be 
roaming at large. 
By removing iences and moving the eurbg 


further out into the streets propri: torsltip of lot- 
owners would ite extended practically twenty- 
four feet beyond the actual street lines, while is 
a m atter of fact as s ¡on as business interests re­ 
quire it tbe sweet can be ¡¡gain widened to any 
extent that may be desire i. 
A few figures concerning tost of street work 
may not be out of place When a street has a 
natural surface requiring no excavation, merelv 
a filling to the prescribe 1 round- d surface, then 
according to prevailing prices its improvement 
(i. e., grading and graveling), including street 
intersections, curbing, cobblestone gutters and 
crosswalks, will cost about SI,400 per block. 
The improvement of the same st'eet with 
gutter of granite blocks cbse along the curb, 
with a re meed charge for surveying and a re­ 
duction of price of filling and grading to figures 
at winch this could be done if a very large con­ 
tract w as let, would cost only i960 per block or 
SI per cent. less. 
If the service width of the same street w ere 
reduced to 32 feet instead of being improved at 
48 feet, then at tbe ruling prices the street 
could be graded aud graveled at S900 per block, 
or 33 per cent, less than the present cost. This 
cost would be still less if a large amount of street 
work were done at one time, because grading 
and graveling could be done much cheaper and 
the charge for surveying could be reduced. Un 
the basis of large contracts the improvement of 
the 32 feet street ought not to cost more than 
$725 per block. 
To cover the street throughout its present 
width ot 48 feet with bituminous rock pavement 
would costs $4,723 per block (curbing, gutters 
and intersections being again included), or 48 
t er cent, more than the bituminous pavement 
for lhe st-eet only 32 feet wide won d cost. The 
Cost for the latter being only S3,200. 
VARIOUS OPINIONS. 
In reply to questions asked. Mr. Grunsky 
stated that the present system of grading 
our streets costs at the rate of $175 for each 
80-foot lot If the streets were narrowed 
to 32 feet, the same kind of work would 
cost $113 for each 80 foot 1st. 
E F. Smith offered the following resolu­ 
tion. in order to get an expression of the 
meeting: 
Resolved, That it is the sense oi th!> meeting 
that as to the character ot street paving sug­ 
gested. the concrete base- wpb bituminous rock 
surface is preferable, provided the cost will not 
exc td 25 cents per square foot. 
B. Leonard said the bituminous rock sys­ 
tem would not be feasible in the outskirts 
of the city, where property values were 
low. Gravel is cheaper and better adapted 
to the general want. 
G. \V. Hancock said that 25 cents per 
square foot for bituminous rock was the 
cheapest proposition yet heard of, and 
would be as good for the outskirts as any 
other. 
VV. F. Knox said that bituminous rock, 
with a concrete foundation, would cost 
$200 for a 40-foot lot. 
D. A. Lindley thought that bituminous 
rock on a broken granite foundation would 
be as good as needed. The contract rs 
would guarantee it for ten years, and even 
if it should wear out iu that time it would 
be cheaper to lay a new street than to keep 
graveled streets in repair for that length of 
time. The proposed narrowing of the 
streets was also an exceiient proposition, as 
it greatly reduced the cost of street im­ 
provement. It a citizens’ company be 
organized to put in gravel, no doubt still 
better terms could be had for the bitumin­ 
ous rock. 
S E. Carrington said that Warden Anil 
had told him during the day that he would 
not undertake to b'eak up the granite for 
$10 a ton. 
Mr. Lindley thought that the proposed 
scheme for a citizens’ company a goGd one 
if properly and sincerely carried out. Good 
gravel could be got near the city if the par­ 
ties purchasing it would be cartful anti not 
throw in too much clay. He thought it 
would be necessary to get the permission 
of the Legislature iu order to narrow the 
streets. 
Secretary Baker said he had examined 
tbe law and was satisfied the City Trustees 
had the same right to narrow a street as to 
widen it. 
B. Leonard moved as a substitute that it 
be resolved to hsre ‘he streets gradeo with 
gravel, where bituminous rock would n.g 
b? practicable. 
Bituminous rock, with a 
croncrete foundation, was no doubt the 
best that couitl he had. but it was too ex­ 
pensive and could not be adopted. 
F. M. Shiel. » tLo.ight the present meet­ 
ing should not decide now. The citizens 
should g t together frequently and con­ 
sider and discuss the matter before making 
up their minds. Various tints, like Chi­ 
cago, had graveled their streets over and 
over again, and sre s ill in the mud. J 
street has been graded f -ur times with 
gravel, and is now deep in muJ. Some­ 
thing better can and should be done Be­ 
nicia cement is good enough for concrete 
than the Portland cement " ' ‘ 
J. O Coleman moved as a substitute for 
the whole matter that the Chair appoint a 
committee of five to report u. a such 
Streets as it mighr be advisable to ns:row, 
and another to consider and report upon 
the better syshm of pavement to be 
adopted. 
Mr. Ilay not being able to submit is i­ 
mates of cost, it wc.s necessary that some­ 
thing should be presented to the meeting 
on which action c uki be taken. 
E. F. Smith said that if Mr. Coleman 
would amend his substitute so as to re­ 
solve, fifs, tha the ¡. reefs be graded and 
improved, he would withdraw Lis resolu­ 
tion.Mr. Coleman accepted: be suggestion, aud 
his motion was adopted unanimously. 
Mr. Lindley moved that another com­ 
mit ee be appointed to draw up contracts 
to be submitted to ciffzers to subscribe 
stock for the proposed new street paving 
company. 
K I. Robinson thought that something 
definite was to have b=• n proposed p.; the 
meeting, but i seemed to him that Mr. Ray 
was holding back the information wanted. 
He would take $1U9 worth of stock in any 
company tba’ would do something. 
A gentleman in the crowd thought that 
somethingsbould bs done toward formulat­ 
ing a plan for work before the charter free­ 
holders aie elected.

E M. Leitch stated that if a street grad­ 
ing company should be organized he would 
take $100 worth of stock in it.

Looking; B ackw ard—Tlie Gospel of .Money 
—D rift of the Age. 
Mrs. Florence Williams' first Monday 
evening lecture of the course of six an­ 
nounced for tbe b.n fit of the Froebel So­ 
ciety's Kindergarten work, wss delivered 
last evening at Castle Hall. The audience 
was disappointingly and unaccountably 
small, since a goodly number of tickets had 
been sold. Those differing in view from 
Mrs. Williams might say that the interest 
wuicb she maintains is so widespread in 
Bellamy’s “Looking Backward.” was not 
manifest in the atte'.daDce of last evening 
upon the lfc'.nre upon it. 
Governor Waterman introduced the ac­ 
complished lecturer to tbe audience, and 
she enieted without preliminary upon the 
subject of the evening, “Looking Back- 
war'.” She spoke with ease, strength and 
readiness and without manuscript, and 
beid the attention of her audience closely, 
notwithstanding that the vigor with which 
s me initia’es of a lodge rode the goat in 
the hall above the lecture-room was calcu- 
la'ed to distract attention. 
She held that the central thought or man­ 
date of the age, woven into all others, and 
dominating the time and its men, is that of 
the gospel of the nineteenth century: “You 
must make money.” With almost the 
iteration in which Shakespeare makes lago 
ii.dulge in tbe advice, ' Put money in tbv 
purse,” she dwell npon the “g :spei.“ which 
she classed as essentially the dominating 
one ot our time, though preached centuries 
ago.She then came to Bellamy s book, re- 
csuDted its wonderful sales, declared it to 
be ill-written, dull as a story, a bore in its 
politico-economic effort, bad in style, weak 
in plot and altogether a poor product'on 
But it had struck upon the head and brain 
of the pecp'e a-= no other book has in this 
I day; won derfuily, marvelously so. This is 
¡ due, she held, not to what is in the book, 
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rí as°F '“•' fue widespread reading of 
the book referred to and the activities re­ 
sulting therefrom, she attributed to what 
sh eoeciared are indisputable facts,as fol­ 
lows: That the distribution ot wealth ¡3 
gross.v unequal; that wealth con erriration 
under our system is not the reward of 
mrtic, or education, or prominent service 
to.mankind, but is due insinly to adven­ 
titious Circumstances; Ihutihe peoDle know 
that there is increasing discontent and that 
it exis.s among the wealthy' also, because 
the latter realize tbe uncertainty of the ten­ 
ure by which they hold wealth;' and finally, 
because the vig r of individual sm is ad­ 
mitting more and more to its level the con­ 
viction that each Ife is bnt a?> atom of a 
great whole, the panicles of which are in­ 
timately related to and dependent upon 
each other.

DEFENSE OF THE COAST. 


Senator Stanford and Congressmen Mor­ 
row and Clunie have introduced a bill 
into the two Houses of Congress looking to 
the provision for the naval and land de­ 
fense of the coast. 
In brief, the measure 
provides that §1,000,000 shall be appro­ 
priated for the establishment of a plant for 
the finishing and asssembling of the heavy 
parts of guns and other ordnance for the 
use of the army and navy. 
The plant is 
to be located on or near the Pacific coast. 
That $250,000 be appropriated for the pur­ 
chase of a site or sites near Point Lobos, 
at the entrance to San Francisco Bay, and 
one or more in Admirality Inlet 
or 
Puget Sound, suitable for 
the erection 
of defensive works. 
But the sites are not 
to be purchased until the proper Board 
has examined the offered positions, and 
has reported the cost to the Secretary of 
War. 
Next, $100,000 is to be appropriated for 
the repair and preservation of existing 
fortifications and works, in the Division of 
the Pacific. 
Then $200,000 is appropri­ 
ated for torpedoes for the defense of har­ 
bors on the Pacific coast, the purchase of 
submarine mines and appliances necessary 
to operate them, for needful casements and 
cable-galleries, for the purchase of mov­ 
able submarine torpedoes to be controlled 
by power transmitted from shore stations, 
and for the instruction of troops in the de­ 
tails of torpedo service ; that $13,473,000 
lu> onnwAtiyin-frtiJ

power coast defense guns ; that $2,080,000 
be appropriated for the purchase of 320 
cast-iron, 
breech-loading, 
steel-hooped 
rifled 
mortars of 
twelve-inch caliber; 
that $3,629,950 be appropriated for the 
purchase or fabrication of carriages for the 
guns and mortars; that $5,885,000 be ap­ 
propriated for the purchase of necessary 
materials for the construction and erection 
of defensive works on the Pacific coast, in­ 
cluding steel gun-turrets, hydraulic lifts, 
disappearing and non-disappearing mount­ 
ings and for masonry and earthworks. 
The President is to appoint a Board to 
select the site first referred to, and pro­ 
vision is made for the payment of the ex­ 
penses of that bo iy. 
It will be seen that 
the bill is a very comprehensive one. 
It 
does not propose any patchwork reform, 
but that the systematic fortification of the 
coast shall be entered upon on such a scale 
that the Government can thereafter pro­ 
ceed to any extent of development of de 
ensive works that the best military judg­ 
ment may determine. 
W isely the bill 
does not provide 
for 
the 
character 
of the respective defensive works, ex­ 
cept the aggregation for both ; all such de­ 
tail is properly left to future determina­ 
tion. 
It is to be hoped that the bill will 
pass. 
It will probably evoke some opposi­ 
tion, but unquestionably the sentiment of 
the mass of the people of the nation is to­ 
day strongly in favor of thorough fortifica­ 
tion of the port of San Francisco, and of a 
commanding position on Puget Sound, and 
for such provision regarding guns and sub­ 
marine appliances of defensive warfare as 
will put the chief points on the coast in a 
fair condition to resist assault, and at the 
same time to afford the commerce of the 
Pacific protection in case of war. 


C a l if o r n ia has been subjected for now 
two and a half months to unusually cold 
and continued moist weather, and there 
has been no little complaining in conse­ 
quence, but how much snperior is the 
weather of this heritage to the climate 
that surprises the people with such cyclones 
as struck St. Louis on Sunday, and that 
resulted in the loss of many lives and the 
destruction of much property.

T E R R IB L E CYCLONE. 


D etailed A ccount o f its R avages iu I lli­ 
nois and K en tu ck y . 
C airo 
(111.), January 13th.—The tornado 
which visited the city of Clinton, Ky., at 7 
o’clock last evening did considerable destruc­ 
tion to proi»erty at Wicklifle, Kv., and Mos­ 
cow, Ky. 
The storm at Wicklifle was especially disas­ 
trous. Ih e following is a partial list of the 
damage done there : John Watwood’s dry goods 
store, 
bamuel Watwood’s 
furniture 
store, 
Brown's dry goods store, Watwood hotel, Odd 
Fellow* and Masonic Halls and Mausiield’s res­ 
taurant, Hollies’ livery stable and Edwards’ 
residence were ail blown down. 
Among those injured were Judge Powell and 
wife, Mrs. Kichardsou, Wick fergusou, Mrs. 
Brockman and Mrs. Powell. None were killed! 
A number of freights cars used as boarding 
cars were blown from the tracks and badly 
broken. 
Meagre reports come from Moscow, from 
where the first traces of the path of the tornudo 
are seen. 
There the Methodist Church and 
school house are in ruins, and in the country 
between there and Clinton there are said to be 
numerous evidences ot the storm’s fury, though 
no lives were lost. The storm passed north of 
Moscow. Ky., thence northwest to Clinton aud 
Wicklifle. 
The path of the storm was about a quarter of a 
mile wide, and it left in its track tallen timber 
through a section of forest through which it 
passed before reaching Clinton. 
The first house struck in Clinton was the sec- 
tien-liouse of the Illinois Central Railroad, oc­ 
cupied by John Rhodes aud fnmily. The house 
was torn to splinters, and Rhodes and two of his 
children were instant y killed. His wife and 
one child escaped death, but both are danger­ 
ously hurt 
AmoDg the many other accidents the body oí 
John Gaddies was found under ihe debris of his 
house with an iufant in his arms. Gaddies was 
dead but the child was not hurt. 
The house of Robert Johnson, which was on 
the brow of the hill, seemed to divide in half, 
cutting it in two just below the second floor and 
letting the uprer portion fall into its place. 
Johnson was in the lower room and the upper 
part fell 011 him, pinning him to the earth. He 
was rescued, but badly injured. His sou Robert 
was up stairs aud dangerously hurt by the fall­ 
ing timbers. Although suffering intense agony 
he begged the rtscuers to let him alone anil 
help some one who could live. His brother was 
also badly hurt. 
1 he storm struck the town without the slight­ 
est warning. Many knew nothing of it until 
the roofs of their houses were falliug about their 
heads. 
Before the storm the evening was warm and 
a heavv rain had prevailed all day, but alter the 
storm it suddenly turned cold and caused a 
gieat deal suffering. It in thought ihe city will 
be able to supply all the demands lor help* Irom 
the homeless, aud a committee is at work seek­ 
ing aid. 
Already a thousand dollars has been sub­ 
scribed towaids the chanty mnd. The part of 
the city which stood on the hillside is the por­ 
tion that suffered from the storm. Medical as­ 
sistance was sent irom here last night. 
The following is a partial list of the houses 
demolished or damaged.

by J. R Graham, J. W. Nance. G. R. Gwinn, C. 
S. Voorhees, C. S. Justice, J. \V. Gaddies. Mrs.

Tne city to-day presents a dreary aspect, but 
under the circumstances the citizens bear their 
burdens nobly. The work oí helping the desti­ 
tute aud homeless goes forward, and many 
larmers whose lands adjoin the city have come 
forward aud offered shelter and homes to those 
who have lost their all. 
The storm was the most destructive that ever 
visited this section ol the country. 


GOVERNOR CA M PBELL. 


H e W as In a u g u ra te d Y esterday a t Co­ 
lu m b u s, O hio. 
Columbus (O.), January 13th.—Governor elect 
James B. Campbell took the oath of oflice to-day 
at noon. Ilis message is comparatively brief. 
He recommends that nome rule be restored to 
all cities as speedily as possible, and enters into 
detail as to the needs at Cincinnati. He strongly 
commends the system of baliot reform com­ 
monly called the 
Australian system, and 
sketches briefly the success which it has mer- iu 
other countries and States. The argument that 
it would be a hardship to the illiterate voters is 
substantially answered. 
On the question of cheaper school-books the 
Governor says: 
“Popular education is the 
foundation of freedom and prosperity. Knowl­ 
edge should be furnished at the lowest possible 
cost. The títate builds school-houses, provides 
teachers and controls eveiy detail of education 
save the furnishing of books. 
Is there any 
sound reason why it should not assume this 
function a so?” 
He favors abolition of the oflice of Commis- 
fiíe'd uíies couiii* be better performed by the 
Railroad Commission, provided there té any 
necessity for títate supervision of railroads. 


K N O C K IN G F O R ADM ISSION. 


M orm ons W ho a re B itte rly 
O pposing 
Id a h o 's C onstitution. 
Washington, Januaiy 13th.—The SeDate Com­ 
mittee on Territories this morning listened to 
the arguments against and iu support of the 
Constitution prepared for the proposed new 
State of Idaho. 
Dr. J. H. Wilson, of this city, speaking for the 
Mormons, argued against the acceptance of th- 
proposed Constitution, which 
disfranchised 
Mormons, and as-erted that without Mormon 
residents, who will thus be cu’ ort' from citizen­ 
ship, the population of the territory is not large 
enough to w arrant m aking a State of it. 
as to 
the legal effect of ihe proposition, Mr. Wilson 
argued that every good purpose would be served 
by disfranchising the M irmous after they were 
convicted of crime, instead of disfranchising 
them in advance. 
Delegate Dubois, of Idaho, replied to Mr. 
Wilson in a long statement, reciting the history 
of the Mormon Church, and quoting from the 
judicial decisions iu Idaho to sustain his asser­ 
tion that it was a crim ina1 conspiracy. He said 
that it was necessary to disfranchise Mormons 
in a body in cider to destroy their political 
power, which keeps them togeiher. Conviction 
for bigamy is a difficult m atter, and when suc­ 
cessful does not affect the convict. “The onlv 
way to reach the Mormon Church.” Mr. Dubois 
asserted, “is to deprive it of political power, 
and this the Constitution of Idaho, adopted 
with only 1,900 dissenting votes, does.” 


LIVES LOST IN KENTUCKY.

C l in t o n (Ky.). January 13th.—Eleven persons 
were instantly killed, fifty-three wounded, and 
sixty houses demolished by the terrific cyclone 
which struck this village at a late hour last 
night. 
The names of the dead are: J. A. Rhodes and 
two children. Mrs. William Bone, Bi enettBone, 
Walter Nance, John W. G&ddie and infant, in­ 
fant of J. C. Hodges, and one person not identi­ 
fied. 
The wounded are: Judge E C. Hodges, his 
wife and two children: J. B. Glynn, his wife, 
child and father: C. V. Voorhees, bis child and 
two relatives, names unknown: Rev. N. W.

weight, and dumped the occupants on the side­ 
walk. Charles was thrown against a a wall aud 
badly injured. 
Mrs. E. Carr and her daughter were seriously 
injured by being buried under the debris of 
their house. The toruado \ iled the house at 
1412 North Twelltb street iu the rear about the 
heads of Hiuhel Wenzel, a stonemason, and his 
family. Wenzel’s wife and tcree children weie 
sitting in the front room of their home, which 
is a one-story brick cottage, when the storm 
arose. Suddenly the house collapsed, and all 
were buried in the ruins. Neighbors came to 
their assistance, and all were taken out alive 
and but slightly hurt. 
There was a terrible excitement at the Nata- 
torum during the storm. Between 500 aud G00 
girls and men were there, dancing, as is usual, 
Sunday afternoon. The building was shaken, 
and seemed upon the point of being wrecked. 
Several women fainted’ but no one was injured. 
The passengers of the Ferguson (Mo.) accommo­ 
dation train had a narrow escape, and they con­ 
gratulated themselves uow that a dozen orm oie 
of them did not have their heads cut off. How 
they were saved fioin death or injurv is a 
mirac e. 
Colonel Thomas Thoroughman says the train 
hud left the station aud proceeded as far north­ 
ward along the riverfront as Knapp street and 
the company's lumber yards, when the water 
poured down in such quantities that no one 
could see outside the coaches. Slowly the train 
proceeded, aud, when everything looked dark­ 
est. suddenly there was a smashing of glass 
that rose above the din. and iuch planks came 
shooting into the coach windows on one side 
aud went out at the other, just like they had 
been fired from a huge cannon. 
What few passengers were iu the passenger- 
coach crouched down clo;e to the floor, and the 
lumber went flying over iheir heads. 
The storm 
of planks aud wood was so heavv it crashed 
©very p*ne of glass in the second coach, aud 
the wind jammed it in a pile 011 the track be­ 
tween the trucks, stopping the train. There the 
cars stood until the stoim abated, when the 
crew got out aud cleared the roadway.

R ichard D ale A ppointed to In vestigate 
th e Schaden K ills and Contract—

The Board of City Trustees held their 
regular weekly session yesterday. 
Present 
—Mayor Gregory and Trustees McLaughlin 
and Wolf. 
The Chief Engineer of the Water Works 
reported that last week 19,948,000 gallons 
of water were pumped, the H olly engine 
running 166 hours and the Stevens two 
hours. 
NATURAL GAS. 
S. S. 8outhworth addressed the Board in 
behalf of citizens interested in boring for 
natural gas. H e stated that it was their 
intention at first to ask the Board of Trus­ 
tees to contribute something for experi­ 
mental purposes, but afterwards they con­ 
cluded to subscribe the amount required 
themselves. They had met with such suc­ 
cess that they did not need to ask any aid 
of the City Trustees, and already had $10,­ 
000 subscribed among 100 citizens. They 
were now looking for a piece of ground on 
which to bore their wells, and after investi­ 
gation they found a lot at Fifth and Q 
streets, owned by the city, and which 
would be suitable for the purpose. 
They 
wished the city to deed them the lot so 
that they could proceed in their work. The 
enterprise was a public one, in which 
every citizen had an interest. 
It was the 
purpose of the company, if it succeeded in 
finding gas. to establish a lamp on that 
corner all the year round, and also to give 
to the city water of 80 or 90 degrees tem­ 
perature for establishing free baths. 
C. E. Grunsky also made brief remarks 
on the same subject, and urged that, as the 
project was purely of an experimental 
nature, and of interest to every inhabitant 
of the city, the Board should grant the re­ 
quest. 
The Mayor said he thought there would 
be no objection from any member of the 
Board, but that before a deed was given 
the matter should be referred to the City 
Attorney. It was so ordered.

The Clerk of the Board was instructed to 
have supplements to the Great Register 
printed in time for the coming city elec­ 
tion. 
FraDk D. Ryan appeared wiih a copy of 
tüe complaint and summons in the gas 
company's suit, and asked the BoRrd if 
they intended to employ special counsel in 
the case or leave it to the City Attorney. 
The Board agreed to refer their matters to 
the City Attorney. 
niNGLEY's W OO DPILE. 
N. Dingley asked 
permission of the 
Board to pile a carload of wood on his 
sidewalk, and have it sawed by a steam 
saw. 
The Mayor said he was opposed to grant­ 
ing the request, and wanted an order passed 
prohibiting the steam saw from working on 
the streets. 
Trustee McLaughlin said other people 
about town were in the habit of doing what 
Mr. Dingley asked to be allowed to do 
without consulting the Board, and although 
he was opposed to it, he did not believe in 
shutting Mr. Dingley out when he was 
honest enough to come before the Board 
and ask permission. 
Trustee W olf sided in with the Street

On April 16,1887, J. B. Hobson et al. presented 
at this office their application for patent under 
the Act ot May 10,1872, to the tract in contro­ 
versy. Their application was held sufficient in 
form aud substance, and the records of the 
office snowed the tract to bo unappropriated. 
The application was thereupon filed (office 
series M. A. 1.623) and order for posting and 
publication issued. 
Ou Juue 21,18S7, Hon. B. F. Mvres, Superior 
Judg^* oí Placer county, the county in which is 
situated section 33, township 15 north, range 
10 
east, as ex-officio 
Trustee for the in­

and under the provisions of section 2)87, 
et seq., of the Revised Statutes, presented 
at the local office his application for patent to 
the fractional northwest quarter of said section 
33, wherein lies the greater portion of lot 95. 
His application was accompanied by his veri­ 
fied and corroborated petition for a hear­ 
ing as against M. A. 1,623. 
On the same 
day appeared Joseph Byrue. alleging the agri­ 
cultural character of a portion of said lot 95, 
aud praying lor hearing. C.tation was there­ 
upon issued. Such proceedings were thereafter 
had that upon February 4. J889, the Register 
and Receiver issued and caused to be served an 
order quashing sain citation. Thereafter, and 
after considerad jd of the record, the Honorable 
Commissioner, by his Letter “N" of May 31,1889, 
instructed this office tnat j ur isdiction in the prem­ 
ises lay herein, and returned the entire record, 
includiugthe papers in M. A. 1,623 for considera­ 
tion aud action by this office. Thereupon and 
good cause appeariug therefor, citation was is­ 
sued and served, as appeals by this record and 
this hearing ensued. 
The exhibits (ma; s) as far as geographical 
features are concerned are practically the same. 
For convenience the largest map (Mineral Re­ 
spondents’ Exhibit **F” ) will be referred to. 
The issues are clearly set forth iu the eitatiou 
and iu the letter of the Honorable Commission­ 
ers the basis thereof. Questions as to insuffi­ 
ciency of title, priority of right and others of 
that character are wholly immaterial, and the 
great amount of testimony thereupon is wholly 
irrelevant, aud will not be considered or again 
referred to. 
The proceeding i? strictly in rein. No evidence 
is germaiu to the issue save such as goes to 
show the character of the laud lying within 
certain well defined limits ou the surface of the 
earth, to wit, w ithin the boundaries of mineral 
lot No. 95, lying iu section 33,township 15 north, 
range 10 east, Mount Diablo base and meridian, 
as officially surveyed by the United States Sur­ 
veyor-General for the District of California. The 
other questions above referred to may perhaps 
be raised and determined either in another pro­ 
ceeding in this office or by action in tne civil 
Courts. 
In the determination of this issue considera­ 
tion is logically directed to three several points. 
1. The value of the entire tract lor agricult­ 
ural uses. 
2. The value of that portion embraced in the 
application ol Judge Myres lor m unicipal or 
residence purposes or as a site for a town. 
3. The value of the entire tract for m ineral 
uses. 
The conflicts of testimony are more apparent 
than real, 
r here is much difference of opinion 
as to formations, as to boundaries of adjacent 
mines, and as to results and values iu the past 
and at present. But there is but little contra­ 
diction as to existent facts. 
To review the entire testimony—which is very 
voluminous—would be wearisome and would 
serve no good purpose. 
Respective counsel 
have presented at large, in their briefs, the evi­ 
dence of the several witnesses as understood by 
them. They have the advantage of each other’s 
views. The Register and Receiver must con­ 
fine themselves to a brief summary of the facts 
by them deduced Irom the evidence. 
First—As to the agricultural value of the 
tract. There is some evidence going to show 
that the extreme eastern portion of :ot 93, re­ 
ferred to as Mrs. Hill’s orchard, possesses a posi­ 
tive agricultural value, but the great weight of 
testimony is to the effect that there arc but 
three or four acres of the extreme northeast 
thereof that do not pos. ess much greater value 
for m ineral than for agricultural uses, and that 
no portion of the whole orchard possesses a 
positive value for agricultural uses, the orchard 
being unproductive, and during a period of 
many years, since iis first planting, totally un- 
remuner&tive. 
There is no pretense that any 
other portion of lot 93 possesses any agricult­ 
ural value. 
Second—As to its value for municipal or resi­ 
dence purposes or as a s‘te for a town. 
fbe fiist house was built where the town of 
Iowa Hill is now situate, in 1853 or 1854. at a 
time when the land was kuown to possess a pos­ 
itive mineral value, was being worked by m in­ 
ers. and the house itself was a store to furnish 
miners with supplies. From that peri d, and 
as prospecting extended and new mining enter­ 
prises were entered upon and more extensive 
work done in the immediate vicinity and about 
Iowa Hill, Wisconsin Hill aud other mining 
localities, the town increased in numbers and 
in wealth. Its acme of prosperity was during 
the decade between 1860 and 1S70. Since then 
there has been an actual falling off iu its popu­ 
lation, in its wea'th and in its volume of ’busi­ 
ness. The town has three or four times been 
destroyed by fire, but has been rebuilt suffici­ 
ently to meet the demands of its citizens and of 
business. At present it contains less than 20J 
people. In years past the entire country to tne 
north, south and west of the locality has been 
washed to bedrock by the hydraulic processes. 
The center of basinets of the town formerly lay 
to the west of where it is now and without the 
bouudaiies of lot 95. At that point the bedrock 
lay from 150 to 17U feet below the surface, and 
the hydraulic w orkin.s necessitated the re­ 
moval of buildings from that point to the posi­ 
tion they now occupy. The banks are precipi­ 
tous and almost perpendicular, and by reason 
of these former hydraulic workings a portion of 
the town as it now exi-ts is unsafe. 
The total assessed value of that portion of the 
town lying within the limits of lot 95 is less than 
85,000. And the weight of testimony goes to 
show that this may be considered a fair assess­ 
ment valuation, and that the reai value of the 
entire town does not exeed S7,000. Even the 
most sanguine of the witnesses for the contest 
ants do not allege a greater value than SJd.riK) 
to 330,000. The bed-rock, with a course sub­ 
stantially from northwest to southeast, crops 
out across a portion of the town whereon build­ 
ings are erected at or near the northeast portion 
of lot 95, and to the north aud east of the bound­ 
aries of lot 93 there is abundant space 
and every facility for the erection of buildings 
to satisfy til the present or prospective require­ 
ments of the community, on land which Is ab­ 
solutely non-mineral. 
Iowa Hill makes its 
railroad m arket at Colfax, about ten miles dis­ 
tant, and the road from Colfax enters the town 
from the west, bring a continuation ot the town 
street. For several hundred feet before reach­ 
ing the town the road passes over a narrow 
causeway, left from the hydraulic workiugs, 
alike to the north and south. At some points 
this causeway is not over lfo feet in w idth, aud 
at Wells, Fargo & Co.’s office, where the road 
entere lot 95, it is between 150 and 250 feet in 
width, w th precipitous bulks between 150 aud 
170 feet in depth on either side. The road is 
uusafe. It is feasible to build a safe and suffi­ 
cient road a little to the north of the present 
road, which will be of but little greater length 
and will meet all requirements. 
Third—A« to its miueral character, the great 
weight of evidence is direct and positive. A 
few of the contestants’ witnesses testify that the 
laud possesses no value for minerafpurposes, 
but their opiniou is mainly based upon the re­ 
sults obtained in former years. Failure to ob­ 
tain remunerative retains from hydraulic works 
thirty years ago is no criterion of the present 
value of land for 
m ineral purposes. With 
improved 
machinery, 
with a 
lower rate 
of 
wases. 
with 
cheapened suppdes, and 
with increased knowledge, land which, in 1857 
and 1858 could have been worked only at a loss, 
may, perha; s, to-day be worked a. a great profit. 
Some years ago all hydraulic mining iu this vi­ 
cinity. the debris whereof was carried into the 
North Fork of the American river, was enjoiued 
by the Courts, aud since then no work has been 
done to the north and west of this tract. To the 
south and east of it lies the Indian caDyon, into 
which, it is shown by the evidence, it is possible 
to carry the debris from the hydraulic workings 
of this tract from the south, without infractions 
of law and without injury to agricultural inter­ 
ests. 
Fully one-half of the area embraced in lot 95 
has. in former days, been worked to bed rock, 
to wit: 3 bat portiou of the lot lying along the 
southern and western boundaries thereof. Ih is 
portion possesses no value whatsoever for agri­ 
cultural uses or for residence or townsite pur­ 
poses. It is, however, a necessary adjunct to 
the working of the mineral lying within the re­ 
maining portion of the lot. All of this rem ain­ 
ing portion, save aud except two or thr e acres 
lying at the northeastern corner, is auriferous 
gravel, yielding from the surface to bedrock— 
the bedrock ou tr e west being at a depth of 150 
to 170 feet, aud thence risiog until 40 or TO feet 
below the surface at the south and east, a id 
cropping out at the northeast corner. 
The 
weigct of evidence goes to establish the fact 
i that this auriferous gravel will pay from the sur­ 
face down an average of tea cenia per cnbic 
yard, yielding a large profit when worked by 
i the hydraulic process, acd that overlying the i 
bedrock and below the lower grade of aurifer- ( 
' ous grave1 lies a bice gre.vel Chance:, averaging 
f eight or nine feet in thickness, which will pay, » 
wher 
worked, an average of 32 per cubic ] 
vard; *he total vnlire of the gold lying below ; 
the surfiaco a-rt within the limits of lot 9j, being i 
wit 1;in *2>0.C00 and S390.000. 
There is every facility for obtaining water in . 
sufficient q u ‘n tiy and with sufficient pressure* 
to succ ssfully work the ground. ‘J he evidence 1 
further show* that the entire tra t may be suc­ 
cessfully and profitably worked by the drift 


The two or three acres of land lying 
yond the bedrock croppings, in the northeast 
corner, lie without the limits ot the town site as 
applied for, and possess little or no value for 
agricultural uses. 1 hey constitute an isolated 
tract, but would possess a positive value to the 
owners of the mine in aiding in the working 
thereof. On April 16,1887, the mineral respond 
ent, having complied with all the requirements 
of law, procured to be tiled in the local office 
their application to enter allof Lot 95, under the 
Act of May 10,1872. Since that date and pend­ 
ing these proceedings, they have completed 
their proof as required by the Statute and the 
rules aud have made their application to pur­ 
chase the same, and tendered the price thereof. 
FINDINGS OF FACT. 
The Register and Receiver, being fully ad­ 
vised in the premises, find the following facts: 
1. Mineral Lot No. 95, Section 33, T. 15 N., R. 
10 E., M D. B. & M., possesses little or nc value 
for agriculture 1 uses. 
2. It possesses but little valne for m unicipal 
or residence purposes or as a seat ior a town. 
3. It possesses a positive aud h gh value lor 
m ineral purposes. 


CONCLUSIONS OF LAW. 
The Register and Receiver holds: 
1. That the contest of Jos. P. Byrne be dis­ 
missed. 
2. That the contest of B. F. Myres, as Trustee 
for the inhabitants of the town of Iowa Hill 
against the mineral application for lot 95, be 
dismi-sed. 
3. That the application of said B. F. Myres to 
be allowed to enter as a townsite the fractional 
northwest quarter of section 33, township 15 
north, range 10 east, be denied iu so far as the 
same embraces any portion of m ineral lot No. 
95. 
4. That mineral application No. 1,623 remain 
intact. 
5. That if all be found regular, J. B. Hobson, 
Jos. Lukin and Alexander Rossi, ami their suc­ 
cessors in interest, be allowed to make final 
payment for said mineral lot 95. 
6. That upon such payment, final receipt 
issue to them and patent in due course. 
They so decide.

Since the conclusion of the evidence iu the 
case three several documents, ex parte petitions 
to the Honorable the Superior Judge of Placer 
county, purporting to be signed by citizeus of 
Iowa Hill, have been presented for filing. 
The 
first aud third pray his Honor, on behalf of the 
inhabitants, to cause this suit to be dismissed. 
The second prays his Honor to continue the 
prosecution thereof. While not refusing to file 
the same, or transm it them with the record, to 
the Honorable i-ommissiouer, the Register and 
Receiver are of the opinion that they are totally 
irrelevant and immaterial. 
1. A hearing of this character having once 
been instituted, the Government is ex necessi­ 
tate interested in the determination thereof, and 
the entry of final judgment. 
2. The Superior Judge is clothed by law with 
the powers of a Trustee in the premises, and it 
is for him solely to determine whether or not his 
duty requires the prosecutiou or dismissal of the 
case. 
3. The Register and Receiver have no means 
of knowledge whether or not the parties signing 
any of these petitions are the cestui qui trust, 
contemplated by the statute. 
It is ordered that a copy of the foregoing de­ 
cisiou aud of the report of the Register, by him 
made, during his personal visit to the premises 
iu controversy, be served by registered maii 
upon D. W. spear E>q., the attorney for con­ 
testants, and upon John M. Fulweiler Esq., the 
attorney for respondents.

The dam was situ ated about 
live m iles from Woodiau-d aud furnished w ater 
lor a system of irrigation th at covers the entire 
county, 11 um bering m any m iles of ditches. T he 
dam find its system o f irrigation obtaius its sup­ 
ply of w ater trom Low er lake o f Lake county. 
The dam is the property o f the Jam es Moore es­ 
tate and was constructed iu 1881 a t a cost, o f 830.­ 
000, attack in g thereto a further expenditure of 
€25,000 for repairs in later years. 
The dam broke nearly in th e center. The 
break is about seventy-five leet w ide. The 
direct cause o f the break, w h eth er the instabil­ 
ity of the dam or by an unexpected flood, is un­ 
known. 
The results will be f-lt all over th e county, as 
m any acres o f young vineyards, o rch ard s‘an d 
clover have been set out and w ould depend 
m ainly upon the ditch for irri^a-ion. It w ill be 
im possible to rep air the dam ages before low 
w ater, w hich w ill not occur u n til th e m iddle of 
th e sum iller, w hen the w ater w ill be m ost 
needed.
